SAN FRANCISCO (RNS)—Rising

according to the new Farm Manage- 
ment Crop Manual recently pub- 
lished by the University of Cali- 
fornia Press. 

Data in the manual show the cos: 
of producing an eight-ton crop of 
alfalfa was $69.17. as against $51.72 
for a five-ton yield, but the cost 
per ton was $1.69 lower for the 
eight-ton yield.
